god Underftanding with his Majefty and the Con- 
erates of Great Poland, particularly to defire the 
King of Sweden to {pare the Town of Thorn and all 
Pruffia in general.’ Thefe, Deputies are Monfieur 
Krapski Caftellan of Elbing, Monfieur Kinfzicki 
Swordbearer of Pruffia, Monfieur Kerewski Enfign 
of Marienburg, and Monfieur Potoluki Enfign of Po- 
metellen. And they are to go to the King of Sweden 
on the 10th inftant. General Steinbock arriv’d here 
yefterday from the Camp before Thorn; He has 
iven out that he cannot tell whether the King of 
weden will march towards Warfaw or come into 
our Neighbourhood. Mean time his Swedifh Ma- 
jefty continues the Demolition of the Fortifications of 
Thorn, but has promis’d the Magiftrates to leave the 
Walls ftanding ; he has likewife order’d the Bells in 
the Steeples of the Roman Catholick Churches to be 
taken away; but thofe of the Lutheran Churches to 
be left. Whe Magiftrates of that City have agreed 
to his Majefty’s Demands, and ate in part_of Pay- 
ment to furnith Gloaths for his Soldiers. The Ar- 
tillery which the Swedes have taken in Thorn and 
other Places is bringing hither under a ftrong Con- 
voy, and there being no Swedith Ships at prefent in 
our Roads to receive it on board and carry it to 
Stockholm, we are jealous of fome Defign upon this 
City. The Burghers of Elbing having fir'd their 
Cannon upon the King of Pruifia’s Troops who ad- 
vane’d up to the very Counterfcarp of that Town, 
and kill'd and wounded feveral Men, the Magiftrates
